Mrs. Clark swore that on .the day 


Goebel was murdered, she and

The men then disappeared. 


Igo Admitted It 


The affiant stales that Igo told her 


at the Mt. Sterling depot on January 
25, 1900, that he was going to kill 
Gocbc-1 and thn't. she saw him after- 
wards at Jeffersonville, Ind., ar.il that 
he reminded her that he had fulfilled 
his promise. 


She also swears Sanford had told 


Gertrude King a few days prtor to 
Goebel'S; murder that he intended to 
kill Goebel, 
saying: 
"Here 
is my 


chance to get. revenge. The legisla- 
ture has met." 


The F.vening Item also publishes 


correspondence between Cafeb Powers 
and the. persons who secured the af- 
fidavit and afterwards investigated its 
allegations for verification, showing 
that the expenses of the information 
gained were paid from the Powers 
defense fund.

The Admiral says: 


Abandon .the Philippines? 


"Abandon the Philippines? I don't 


believe our country will ever do that. 
Certainly it should not, because

It 
Is only our control over the Philip- 
pines that makes it possible for 
us 


to insist upon the Open Door in tho 
East, toward which our diplomacy has 
been directed for 
years. We want 


our share of the enormous commerce 
of the East and we can't keep

Islands. 


"Why did, Spain for 200 years dom- 


inate the commerce of the- Orient? 
Just because she^liad" the '"bay and../ 
harbor of^Manila as a. great commer- "" 
cial and naval base. Jhat, base, ^can 
be just as useful to us commercially 
' 


as it was to Spain. 
For ten years 


every strong European nation has 
been trying 
to get a foot-hold for 


lommercial and naval'purposes in the 
i'ar East. Through the fortunes of 
war the United States obtained the 
best position possible, giving us su- 
perior commercial 
advantages 
over 


the nations. What 
sort of common 


sense would it be for us to give up'; 
such a position? 


A Commercial Base 


"Suppose we should dispose of Uie 


Philippines and Japan should acquiro 
them? See >how ' the 
islands-stretch 


along the coast.' Here are the "Philip- 
pines and Formosa. If Japan had

Took the Hint 


After the grand jury had finished

R. Wiley 
and J. E. Adams, members of the 
grand jury, thought that they would 
visit the county jail. They arrived 
about ;0:30 o'clock, when the pris- 
oners were all quietly asleep. 
The 


door was unlocked .by the jailor, and 
they all stepped'in. District Attorney 
Swallow, who had remained outside, 
remarked in a loud voice, "Where is 
the judge of the kangaroo court?" 
The grand jurors were not as alert 
as the judge, for he caught the hint, 
got up and dressed himself, as did 
the bailiff and sheriff of his court, 
and while, the grand jurors were won- 
dering why a desk should be pulled 
out and got in place, the judge had 
seated himself and called out: 


"Mr. Sheriff, bring the prisoners 


before the court." 


Somewhat Astounded 


The astounded' jurors were at once 


rounded up before the bar. when 
they were ordered to take off their 
hats in' the presence of the court. 
After some hesitation, they complied 
with this order, and the court thon 
proceeded to pass sentence on them 
forthwith. 


After the sentence they hesitated 


about paying their fines, but finally 
one grand juror laid down two hits. 
Spying this, the judge turned to his 
sheriff and said: 
"Mi-. Sheriff, 
do 


your duty. The sheriff then produc- 
ed a big club, and the jurors, enter- 
ing into the 3oke, produced SI apiece, 
which was solemnly collected, by the 
jucTge. 
After he had

money away in his pocket, he said:

prisoners from' custody."

four jurors walked out of the jail, 
still somewhat uncertain as to what 
it all meant, while the court dissolv- 
ed and climbed into bed 'again.
